HUNDREDS JOIN 
IN OBSERVANCE 


Birthday of Buddha Draws 
Many to Temple Here. 


Extol His Renunciation of 
Purple for Spirit's Sake. 


Sect’s Remarkable Growth in 
a Few Years is Told. 


The orient and the occident 
blended as one in Los Angeles, yes- 
terday afternoon, when 400 persons, 
including Japanese, Englishmen and 
Americans, congregated at the 
Buddhist Temple, 209 South Savan- 
nah street, to celebrate the birth- 
day of Prince Gautama, who, about 
600 B.C., left his palace and retired’| 
into the forest to meditate on the 
mysteries of life. The anniversary 
of the advent of “The Light of 
Asia” was observed with fitting cere- 
monies, including feasting, music 
and sermons by several of the 
Buddhist priests. First came the 
presentation, by the children, of 
foods and flowers to Buddha, which 
was followed by a chant by the 
priests. 

The opening address was made by 


Dr. N. F. W. Hazeldine, who wel- 
comed the few Englishmen and 
Americans, explaining that the re- 


ligion of Buddha is democratic in 
principle, considering neither race 
nor caste. Music was rendered on 
the flute and the koto, Miss E. Ayer- 
Meaerve piaying her own composi- 
tions, “The Witch's Spell” and “The 
Ride of Russian Bey,” and Mises 
Ione Hazeldine singing several 
selections. Ad were deliv- 
ered by Consul U. Oyama of Japan, 
Mre. Martha Nelson McCan and by 
Rev. J. Lamuida and other Buddhist 
priests, the principal address being 
made by Rev. 8. Hara on “The Call 
of Buddha.” 

Rev. Mr. Hara explained that, al- 
though Buddha's birthday fell on 
April 8, it was thought best to walt 
until yesterday to celebrate the 
event. He said that, although there 
is doubt among historians as to the 
actual date of Buddha's birth, there 
could be no doubt as to the noble 
quality of his teachings. Buddha, 
he said, “cast aside the world to 
save the world,” leaving the pleas- 
vres of the royal palace in order to 
fo into the wilderness to meditate 
and pray for enlightenment. At 
the age of 30 years. after having 
triumphed over many temptations, 
the Prince attained Nirvana, or per- 
fect understanding and peace. He 
“left the body” at the age of 80 
years, following which his doctrine 
epread over all of Asia and over! 
other parts of the world. Buddha's 
‘ast words are supposed to have 
been: “Beware the illusion of mat- 
ter; all compounds are bie.” 
His fundamental! doctrine, it was de- 
clared, was that illusion causes 
birth, age, sickness, death and al! 
pain, and he taught that the way of 
freedom from this wheel of fllusion

1000. Nearly all of the members are 
Japanese, although six Americans 
and ten Englishmen belong to the 
organization. Besides the temple 
there are four Buddhist missions in 
Los Angeles, the principal one being 
on Jackson street, the presiding 
priests being Rev. T. Zisesi, Rev. T.

The Republican leaders will seek, with the co-operation of the financiers of 
the country, to bring order out of this chaos, secure a reduction of transpor- 
tation rates and place the railways on a substantial basis under private 
ownership. 

Tariff revision will be considered; but it is doubtful if adequate tariff 
rates can be restored until a Republican President is elected in 1920.

They have ceased to depend up- 
on Europe for their financial and commercial prosperity, but are standing 
firmly on their own legs. Their stability was strikingly illustrated by the 
ease with which they repelled the Bolshevist aggression. Their present de- 
velopment tends to fix the belief that, within the next hundred years, trade 
with South America will be greater than that with the whole of Europe. ;

During the recent inquiry Mr. 
Marks asked for the privilege of 
appearing before the crand jury. It 
was said that it was shown that 
there was a misunderstanding that 
treasury stock of the United Farms 
Company was to be given in the 
trade, while it was meant to be the 
personal stock of Mr. Marks, and 
that Mr. Marke = not only ad- 
vanced all of the funds realized out 
of the sale of the Avery Company 
stock, but had personally advanced 
more than %1060.000 to protect the 
business of the United Farms Com- 
pany.

Having fallen on days of piping 
jazz, we're making musical comedy 
of everything! They've done it with 
most of the comedies in the world, 
and now they are starting in on the 
serious plays, it being rumored that 
“The Bird of Paradise” is to be 
made into “a play with music.”
